George C. Hanson Is One 
oe 
‘ USSIA ig’a mystery to many 
-» of us, but there’s one’ Amer- 
ican who knows more about it 


than most ofthe Russians them- ‘ 


selves. He is George C. Hanson, 
American Consul General in 
Moscow, who is now on a holiday 
in the United States. His recent 
plans have been a liitle vague, 
for the two countries have not 
settled their debt and claims ne- 
gotiations. If not successfully 
con¢luded, it may-be that Wash- 
ington will give the Soviet a dip- 
lomatic rebuff*by not sending 
Mr. Hanson back. 

This would be a severe loss for 
the Russians, because he is one 
of the world’s authorities on 
Manchurian questions, and ‘they 
have made use of his knowledge 
on many occasions. He went into 
the consular service in 1909, 
‘right after he had been gradu- 
ated from Cornell University, 
and. since then has been in 
‘China most.of the time. He spent 
a dozen years in Harbin, ending 
his service there as Consul Gen-

He speaks both Chinese and 
Russian with great fluency, and 
knows about Chinese problems at 
first hand. Indeed, he once was 
surrounded by bandits on a golf 
course, and fought his way back

He has sheltered 
refugees, negotiated with bandit 
war lords, and ironed out trade 
concession claims. 

In Moscow he has been both 
Consul General and First Secre- 
tary of the Embassy. As one 
might imagine for a man of such 
experience, Mr. Hanson has a 
great reputation as a wit and 
story-teller He is large, be- 
spectacled and bald, with a jo- 
vial disposition and the knack of 
making — and keeping — friends. 
He used to be called the most 
widely known man in North 
Manchuria.
